brother. Notwithstanding the day was cold and stormy, many availed them- - 
selves of the opportunity, and a continuous stream of people from Paris and 
surrounding settlements was passing through the meeting-house until meet-

ruled by love: he never tried to coerce mankind: He held the Apostieship; © 
his calling was not confined to any particular place, bag it extended over che ' 
whole earth, wherever he might be sent. He was ordained to this calling be- 
fore our first parents dwelt in the Garden of Eden, and he was present and 
took part in the war in heaven when Satan was cast out. He bas kept his 
first and seeond estates; and will be a King and Prieat to the Most High God, 
and will have power to save every member of his family if they do not zin 
against the Holy Ghost, although they, like us, must first pay the penalty of 
every broken law. He is near us to-day. The spirit world is not in the sun 
nor in the moon nor in the stars, but is close tous. ‘ The spirits of the de- 
parted ones are near us and know even our thoughts: we should be careful 
and net spedk harshly ot he dead. Some men have spoken evil against Pres- 
ident Young since his death, and when those men meet him the blush ok 
shame will mantle their cheeks.

arrived at their destination in California all right.

DEATH OF ELDER DAVID KIMBALL,

any of our English readers will doubtless en Elder David P. Kim- 
ae who filled a mission in this country from 1863 to 1866, and they will be 
surprised and pained to, learn that he is dead, as were his thousunds of 

friends in Utah and Arizona on receiving the sad intelligence. He was 
_ afflicted with typhoĩd pneumonia, and died very suddenly from the effects of 
the disease on the morning of the 2ist of November. The Deseret News 
contains the following sketch of his life: | 


: David Patten Kimball was the fourth son and sixth child of the late President Heber 
C. and Vilate Murray Kimball, and was born at Commerce (afterwards Nauvoo), Han- 
cock County, IIlindis, on the 22rd of August, 1838. He was but three weeks old when 

dis father left home on his second mission to England. i 

He came to Salt Lake Valley in 1848, the year after the arrival of the Pioneers, being 
then a mall boy, accompanying his mother and the rest of her children. He spent the 
most of his life in Utah, and grew up a strong, powerful man, active and energetic, one 

_ ‘who made his mark on everything he undertook to perform. He was brave tos fault, 
spiritual nature. 

In the winter of 1856, eee dail nee he with many others 
went out to meet and rescue the perishing immigrants. It was from wading rivers and 
‘working his way through snow-banks, carrying the people in his arms, and performing 
like offices of induces; to the his ows petted, that he contracted serious 
bold. from the effects of which he never afterwards entirely recovered.

their plain and unmistakable meaning. You state that Joe Smith pretended an angel 
told him,” etc...
